Johnson Con 
Be Tough 
on Critics

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson sounds very toler- 
ant towards his critics, when 
he's not criticizing them. He can 
be both tolerant and critical not 
only in the same week but in the 
same speech. 


This has been going on for 


years because the critics have 
irritated him for years. 


Just last week he was saying 


a president "will find people 
who differ with him, who disa- 
gree with him. We all under- 
stand that. We accept that." 


But also last week he chal- 


lenged the critics of his Viet 
Nam policy to stop being "nerv- 
ous Nellies," saying: "There 
will be nervous Nellies and 
some who become frustrated 
and bothered and break ranks 
under the strain and turn on 
their own leaders, their o w n 
country and their own fightig 
men." 


It was one of his sharpest at- 


tacks on those who don't like the 
Vietnamese war a n d so say. 
Back in 1964, in office less than 
'hre* months. Johnson com- 
bined ciriticism and tolerance in 
one speech. This was on Feb. 11 
1964. 


"Regardless 
of 
what 
you 


hear," he said, "and regardless 
of what some of the bellyachers 
say. we are a much beloved 
people throughout the world." 


He said, 
"You 
will hear 


alarmists and people who like to 
jump on their government, peo- 
ple who like to criticize...join 
with some of our opponents and 
will be almost as much of a 
problem as some of our other 
enemies." 


Them he became suddenly tol- 


erant: "We 
have differences 


Even in our own country we do 
not see everything alike. We 
must make allowances for the 
other fellow." 


Three days later, speaking 


about U.S. problems at home 
and abroad, he managed the 
same kind of combination: 


"Freedom prospers through 


fair discussion of honest differ- 
ences. Both at home and abroad 
we welcome such discussion. 
But neither at home nor abroad 
is there any need for twisted 
arguments that would damage 
the eood name of our country. 


"Those who distort the truth 


to alarm the people either at 
home or abroad, about our ca- 
pacity or our purposes will not 
fulfill their ambitions." 


Two weeks ago one Washing- 


ton reporter wrote that Johnson 
h?d accepted his "critics as a 
wav of presidential life and 
muffled some of his outbursts. 
The anger that used to exptode 
when Sen. J. W. Fulbright took 
the Senate floor with attacks on 
foreign policy has dissolved into 
a kind of sadness." 


The mind-reading was a little 


premature. That same week in 
a speech at Princeton Johnson 
took a crack at Fulbright who 
had cornplained American for- 
eien policy displayed an "arro- 
gance of power." 


Without mentioning Fulbright 


by name, Johnson said the exer- 
cise of power in this century 
meant for the United States 
"not arrogance but agony." 


The next nicrht at a Demo- 


cratic dinner Johnson took an- 
other nok* at Fulbriqht chair- 
man of the Senate's Foreign 
Relations Committee, who was 
sitting a few seats awav.

"For goodness sakes. Hose, 


please put your teeth in. I 
can't understand a word you 
are saying." 


This' quote is so pertinent 


to one of the basic functions 
of teeth — our speech — I 
couldn't resist it. Just imagine 
Fidel Castro on his balcony, a 
battery of microphones before 
him. and below. 300.000 wildly 
cheering Cubans waiting for 
him to speak. But alas, he re- 
membered to put on his beard 
but forgot his teeth! 


If. 
as social 
philosopher. 


Marshall McLuhan says about 
communication, ". . . the me- 
dium is the message." then 
teeth are the message. Teeth 
are an extension of ourselves: 
teeth 
portray 
our thoughts 


and feelings. 


Artificial teeth may tem- 


porarily alter this portrayal. 
Dentures often change tone 
quality and enunciation. But 
these changes are transitory 
and last only as long as it 
takes the lips, cheeks and 
tongue to get acquainted with 
unfamiliar surfaces, restricted 
areas, and the mouthful of 
teeth. 


Don't wait till you "get used 


to them." As soon as you get 
home from the dentist with 
your new teeth, begin prac- 
ticing: Read out loud. Poetry 
is especially helpful because 
it's somewhat more difficult 
to enunciate and yet has some 
rhythm that makes reading 
more a game than a chore. 


Continuing difficulty with 


certain sounds, particularly 
those which require bringing 
lips together, such as "b" and 
"m" and "p" and "w"; or 
those which require placing 
lower lip under upper front 
teeth, such as, "f" and "v"; 
or whistling caused by "s" 
and "th" sounds; may be due 
to 
faulty 
arrangement 
of 


teeth, or 
overextension of 


pink base material. Your den- 
tist can easily correct this. 


If your teeth click when you 


speak, it may be because they 
come together before you ex- 
pect them to. The teeth may 
be too long, or as we say, "the 
bite is open." This can usual- 
ly be corrected by grinding 
teeth to adjust the "bite."

Soybean Plan 
Disclosed 
Prematurely

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Agriculture Department is in- 
vestigating a complaint that an 
unauthorized 
and 
premature 


disclosure of President John- 
son's plans to increase soybean 
acreage this year permitted a 
speculator to make "a pile of 
money." 


This became known Wednes- 


day after an investigator of the 
department's Office of Inspector 
General — an agency set up 
after the Billie Sol Estes scan- 
dals — questioned newsmen re- 
garding their handling of the 
President's announcement. 


Johnson told Congress in a 


special message Feb. 10 that he 
had instructed Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Orville L. Freeman to 
encourage production of soy- 
beans on land formerly planted 
to surplus grains. The plan was 
part of the President's food for 
peace program outlined that 
day. 


A spokesman for the inspector 


general's office, while withhold- 
ing details of the complaint, 
said the agency had beer, in- 
formed that a report oi the 
presidential plans had been pub- 
lished well ahead of the 12 noon 
release time. 


Newsmen assigned to the Ag- 


riculture 
Department 
were 


asked by the investigator to tell 
how they handled the story, 
where and when they received 
their information and other de- 
tails. Those questioned told the 
investigator they regarded such 
information as confidential and 
declined to cooperate. 


It was the first time newsmen 


had been called upon by a de- 
partment investigator to supply 
such information. 


Lester P. Condon, the inspec- 


tor general, told a reporter later 
that his agency fully respected 
the decision of the newsmen to 
keep their sources of informa- 
tion confidential. He said his 
unit was checking all possible 
sources to ascertain whether a 
department worker had made 
the soybean information availa- 
ble ahead of the release of the 
President's message. 


Advance information on a 


possible increase in soybean 
production could be used by a 
speculative trader, to sell soy- 
beans for future delivery at a 
potentially large 
profit. The 


trader would be confident that 
soybeans could be obtained at a 
future delivery date at a much 
lower price because of the pros- 
pect of larger supplies. 


The inspector general's inves- 


tigating unit was created by 
Freeman after the 1962 disclo- 
sure of illegal transactions by 
Estes, a Texas financier in- 
volved in the purchase of cotton 
acreage 
planting allotments.

overheated by stop-and-go driv- 
ing is to shift into neutral and 
race the motor. We do now. 


What to do when you are 


caught by a red light on a 
pedestrians' crosswalk or inter- 
section? Jump the light? Back 
up? Stand still and make the 
pedestrians walk around you? 
You stand still and accept their 
glares. 


If your car gtes a flat tire on 


an expressway where you can- 
not pull off to the side, do you 
halt In the right-hand lane to 
make repairs or await help, or 
do you keep riding on that flat 
until you can get off the road? 
You keep traveling since a 
chewed-up tire is not as serious 
as a deadly pileup of speeding 
cars. 


These were some of the 22 


questions and answers 
posed 


during the hour. The viewer 
scored his own answers, and 
CBS pretested a national sam- 
ple of licensed drivers so we 
could tell how we fared. The 
average national sample score 
was 51 — one point over a rat- 
ing of "poor." 


Practice and experience i n 


turning out this special type of 
program made this second driv- 
ers' quiz much easier to follow. 
The first show was overloaded 
with detailed and not very inter- 
esting 
statistical 
reports on 


scores made by sample au- 
diences. 


With one exception, the dem- 


onstrations of poor driving hab- 
its on which questions 
were 


pegged were clear and concise. 
Drawings, diagrams and some 
pretty horrifying filmed demon- 
strations of bad driving ending 
in smasliups were used. 


Throughout the program, use 


of safety belts was emphasized. 


Two 
nonscoring 
"opinion 


questions" were inserted. One 
asked whether drivers over 66 
should be given physical check- 
ups and have their driving skills 
retested each time their license 
wias up for renewal. Sixty-two 
per cent of the national sample 
thought they should be. 


The, second asked .whether 


built-in safety features should 
be standard equipment. Seven- 
ty-four per cent o f the sample 
said they should be standard 
equipment in cars at no extra 
cost, even at the sacrifice of 
style. 


It was a well-organied inter- 


esting program. Hopefully it 
will persuade some of us to 
drive more wisely over the ap- 
proaching Memorial Day week- 
end.

In a recent duplicate game 


every South pair played some 
contract in hearts, most of 
them were in game. The hand 
could be described as a lay- 
down in that it should be 
made, but about half the de- 
clarers overlooked the win- 
ning line of play. 


South ruffs the second dia- 


mond and can count 10 po- 
tential winners. Five trumps, 
four clubs and a spade. The 
difficulty lies in the fact that 
South cannot afford to draw 
trumps until after he estab- 
lishes all his side suit win- 
ners. 


Those declarers who drew 


trumps never got to make 
their spade trick. When they 
cleared the club suit, West 
got a chance to lead a third 
diamond 
and k n o c k out 


South's last trump so that 
East could take the last two 
tricks with his ace of spades 
and a diamond. 


The winning line of play is 


to take one round of trumps 
only. Then you establish your gg^ CASEY 
black suit tricks. It does not 
matter too much how you go 
after them but the play best 
calculated to save you from 
serious trouble if clubs don't 
break is to lead a spade first. 
East will win with the ace 
and lead a diamond. You ruff 
and play a low club. It won't 
make any difference which 
opponent wins because no re- 
turn can hurt you. 


If a diamond is led back 


you ruff in dummy. A spado 
will be won in dummy, a club 
or trump in your own hand. 
In any event you win, pull 
trumps and go home with tin- 
rest of the tricks.

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$1,60 an Hour 
Wage Bill Is 
Voted in House 


By JOE HALL 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House has given overwhelming 
approval to a bill that would 
increase the minimum wage to 
$1.60 an hour by 1969 and cover 
another 7.2 million workers. The 
measure goes now to the Senate 
where supporters predict it may 
be expanded further. 


The 30JW3 House vote Thurs- 


day sending the bill to the Sen- 
ate marked a substantial victo- 
ry for President Johnson and 
the 
AFL-CIO, 
which 
hasn't 


fared too well this year with its 
other legislative proposals. 


In the Senate, the bill's sup- 


porters said today they hope to 
get Labor Committee approval 
next month. The 
committee 


completed its public hearings on 
the legislation last year. 


Supporters 
said they were 


confident the Senate would pass 
a bill fully as broad as the 
House version and perhaps even 
extend the coverage to a few 
more groups of employes. 


Senate action is complicated 


by a vacancy in the chairman- 
ship of th? Labor subcommittee 
which, must handle the bill. The 
post was held by the late Sen. 
Patrick V. McNamara, D-Mich. 
Sen. Ralph W. Yarborough, D- 
Tex., is expected to named as 
soon to fill the vacancy. 


The bill's managers lost one 


round in the House Thursday 
but there were indications this 
helped consolidate support for 
the measure. 


In this skirmish, the House 


voted 205 to 193 to delay one 
year t h e second step increase 
taking the wage floor to $1.60. 
The new date will be Feb. 1, 
1969. The provision boosting the 
present $1.25 an hour figure to 
$1.40 next Feb. 1 Was .&& undis- 
turbed. 


AFL-CIO leaders said they 


would try to get the Senate to 
return to the 1968 date for the 
SI.60 minimum. 


The bill's backers said they 


consider the coverage provi- 
sions of the measure to be more 
important 
in many respects 


than the wage boc~t since most 
workers now covered already 
receive more than $1.60. 


Coverage would be extended 


for the first time to employes of 
farms, laundries, hotels, motels, 
restaurants, 
hospitals 
transit 


systems 
canneries, 
logging 


firms, cotton ginning firms and 
the federal government. 


On Wednesday the House vot- 


ed tentatively to eliminate pro- 
posed coverage of 1.6 million 
employes of small stores and 
businesses. 


But, on a 200-195 roll call vote 


Thurday, administration forces 
succeeded in restoring this pro- 
vision. 


The 485,000 farm workers who 


would be bruoght under the act 
are 
employed 
in 
relatively 


large-scale operations. It is esti- 
mated a farm would have to use 
about seven full-time employes 
to be covered. 


The covered farm workers 


would start at $1 an hour next 
Feb. 1 and receive two annual 
15-cent raises to $1.30 by 1969. 
Other employes covered for the 
first time also would begin at $1 
in 1967, but would receive four 
annual 15-cent boosts to $1.60 by 
1971. 


The measure would bring to 


36.8 million the number of work- 
ers covered by the Fair Labor 
Standards Act.
